"drastic program to put an end 
to this sugar racket". 


Bowles said the sugar supply is 


sufficient 
for home canning re- 


quirements, "but there will not be 
enough if the chiseling x x x con-

Under 
OPA's four-point pro- 


gram, everyone applying for home 
canning sugar 
must 
sign 
this 


pledge: 


"I agree that I will use the 


sugar applied for for home can- 
ning purposes only. 
If, for any 


reason, I should not use it for 
canning. I will return the equival- 
ent in sugar stamps to my local 
war pri^e and rationing 
board. 


I furthe 
gree that I will furnish 


a report to my board of the num- 
ber of quarts of food canned with 
the sugar and the amount of sugar 
actually used in canning this food. 
I understand that my report will 
become a part of my record and 
will be considered in future issu- 
ance of home canning and other 
sugar rations to me". 


Last 
year, 
Bowles 
asserted, 


many persons who had no inten- 
tion of using sugar for canning 
applied for sugar for this purpose 
and in so doing "literally robbed 
our country of a substantial part 
of our limited sugar supply". 


Says Kaeket Must Stop 


The same thing is happening 


again this year, he said, adding: 


"The home canning sugar racket 


must be stopped". 


In addition lo requiring appli- 


cant pledges, Bowles directed: 


1. OPA local boards in areas 


where fruit and vegetable- crops 
are not now ^available for home 
canning to su°spena issuing Jiu.in: 
canning ration certificates until 
the canning season starts. 
This 


will apply chiefly to the northern 
parts of the country. 


2. Suspension of new certificates 


in many other areas to giv local 
boards a "breathing .spell", during 
which they can process more, care- 
fully the applications on file, and 
to give district offices an oppor- 
tunity 
lo 
recalculate 
monthly 


quotas. 


3. A special staff of OPA inves- 


tigators to imdei take a "vigorous 
campaign" against the diversion 
of home canning sugar into boot- 
leg liquor or illicit bottling. 


"I deeply regret the necessity 


for this drastic, program", Bowles 
aaid. "I 
particularly 
i egret 
the 


nuisance and bother that it will 
create for legitimate borne can- 
ners. but, as the only means by 
which this sugar racket < an be 
stopped. T am 
confident that it 


will have Ihe full support of every 
honest, 
patriotic citizen of 
this 


country". 


The home canning sugar ration 


has been reduced from a maximum 
of 25 pounds a person last \ear to 
15 pounds this year. In addition, 
however, 
each 
local 
boa i d 
has 


been directed to keep its 1915 al- 
lotments to within 70 per cent of 
last year's. 


This means that many boards 


will have a maximum far below 
the 15-pound individual limit

Report French in 
Syria Have Ceased 


Firing on Syrians 


Death Toll in Damascus 
Heavy; Churchill's Plea 


Half Heeded 


(By The Associated Press) 


London, June 1—France refus- 


ed today 
to comply 
with Prime 


Minister Churchill's request that 
French troops in Syria retire to 
their barracks to avoid the possi- 
bility of clash 
with the British, 


but in a conciliatory move order- 
ed her troops to "cease fire". 


"French troops will remain 
in 


their positions", 
said, a 
French 


communique issued in Paris after 
a cabinet meeting. 


By ordering French 
troops to 


cease fire the French thus com- 
plied with 
half the 
request of 


Churchill, 
backed 
by President 


Truman, to take steps to end the 
bloodshed. 


In further steps to resolve the 


dispute that threatened to plunge 
the Arab world into revolt, it was 
disclosed that the United States 
had agreed to sit with other pow- 
ers in the role of mediator. 


The British 
foreign office an- 


nounced that France had been in- 
vited to participate in a London 
conference with Britain and the 
United States to settle the issues 
involved in 
the 
Arab-supported 


demands of Syria and Lebanon for 
full 
independence and allied in- 


sistence upon safeguards for their 
communications lines to the Pa- 
cific war area. 


It was authoritatively learned 


in Paris that the French have re- 
plied to the American note on Sy- 
ria with a message to XVashington 
in which the De Gaulle government 
stood by its original position that 
France should real with the Le- 
vant country without outside in- 
terference. 


At Least 400 Killed 


Beyrouth dispatches said all was 


quiet in Syria and Lebanon after 
the French finally stopped their 
shelling and bombing of Damascus, 
Syrian capital, and that small-arms 
fire had ceased. At least 400 per- 
sons had 
been 
killed 
and 500 


wounded.

Middle East, Gen. Sir Bernard G. 
Paget Hew to Beyrouth this morn- 
ing in a bomber escorted by Spit- 
fires. 
British destroyers swung at

British troops, tanks and vehi-

King James in 1611. though now

published copies of the

thorized Version. They are com- 
monly 
found in 
pulpit
